"Realizing that

campaign for 
better sanitary conditions in a city of 
this size can never be successfully 
conducted without the cooperation and 
support of the daily press, I am tak- 
ing this method of informing the peo- 
ple that a campaign for better com- 
munity sanitation should

menced at once." 
By an order of our city council all 


alleys are to be cleaned up by May 6. 
This should be the slogan for a gen- 
eral clcan-up throughout the city. 


"My attention has been called to the 
fact that many people have been plac- 
ing their garbage on their ash piles, 
and in many barn yards manure has

allowed to 
accumulate.

practice has caused no. harm on ac-

of the 
low temperature 
but 


warm weather will soon be hero and 
these unsightly 
piles 
are 
an ideal 


breeding place for myriads of flica. 
"Knowing the important part the 


fly plays In the spreading of disease 
germs we should do everything- pos- 
sible to remove the filth in which it 
breeds, thereby giving valuable aid to 
the 'fly campaign' which in the past 
lias been conducted with such good re- 
sults in our citj-. 
"Jn this general 
'clean-up 
let us 
not forget the outdoor closet, which is 
a necessary evil 'with us at the present 
time 
Its walls can be brightened and 


disinfected by the use of whitewash.

In looking over Ihe records of the 


file one reads of the remarkable ex- 
hibition of 212 airplanes at one time, 
of the life of different units of soldiers, 
sometimes In quarters built for fancy 
stock, sometimes in luxuriously fur- 
nished barracks formerly occupied by 
German soldiers, sometimes for days 
at a time in "biwies" and duff-outs. 


Other records tell of escapes from 
mine-trawlers, from U-boat attacks, 
from the thrilling- experiences of am- 
bulance driving1, while some tell of the 
French railroads run by Rock county 
mon; some describe the huge supply 
and repair camps, and one mentions 
the absolute destruction and the utter 
lonesomeness of the battle field.

Madison, April 28.—Xcedy soldiers 
will be cared for by the counties if 
the Wisconsin legislature 
enacts 
measure offered 
in the assembly by 
Representative Bnmuel Owens, Green 
Hay. 
And soldier, sailor or marine 
may file with tho county judge where 
sueh person resides on or before No- 
vember 1 of eu.ch year a written state- 
ment of tho facts as to his condition 
financially and ask for aid. 
Before the granting of the aid, the 
county judge may order an investi- 
gation to be mado by much the same 
process as is now employed under the 
mothers' pension law. 
To assist in 
making this Investigation the judge, 
may July 1. 1019 appoint a soldiers' 
welfare board for tho county to con- 
sist ol' three members, who shall hold 
office at the pleasure 
of tho judge 
making the appointment. No salary or 
wages shall be paid to the members 
of tho committee, but they shall be 
reimbusert for their actual expenses. 
_ Tho bill then provides:^ 
"Such board shall advise and con- 
sult with the judge regarding the best 
method of investlg-atinB cases, estab- 
lish a. basis of household and other 
expenses to compute tho amount of 
aid to be extended to persons and to 
assist them to extend 
aid 
granted 
economically and advise them how 
to>» keep accounts of expenses, rec- 
ommend discontinuance and 
reduc- 
tions in aid, and generally to act, con- 
sult and confer with each other and 
the court relative to any and all prob- 
lems relating to tho respective parties 
to be aided and as to the bust mthods 
of carrying: out the provisions of the 
act efficiently."

granted shall in no case exceed $20 a 
month except in emergency cuse.s. No 
aid shall continue for a. longer period 
than one year without re-investiga- 
tion.
